This has been a very successful year for our school, and one that I think we can all be extremely proud of. 

I am pleased to welcome to BCS three members of our teaching staff who joined us for the first time this year. Dr. Charles Coleman, 
a BCS Old Boy, came to us from St. Andrew's, Scotland, where he was a Post Doctoral Fellow. Dr. Coleman teaches Biology. Miss 
Deborah Hutton, who is teaching Geography and History, completed her University education in 1977 at Queen's, and Mr. Ron 
Romanado, who has taught History, Political Science, and Sociology, came to BCS from Concordia. We wish these three new teachers 
a long and successful career at BCS. 

At the conclusion of this year, two members of our teaching staff will be leaving us. Mr. Grant Lewis has taught principally in Form 
II, has acted as Assistant Housemaster in Grier North, and has been involved in numerous coaching responsibilities. Mr. John McClintock 
has taught Mathematics and has also been deeply involved in our Sports program ; most notably, he organized our Intramural Hockey 
League, which has been such a success since its beginning in 1974. To both these teachers go the school's best wishes for success in their 
future endeavours. 

I would like to express my sincere appreciation to the Senior Master, Mr. Owen, to Mr. Detchon, the Director of Studies, to Mr. 
Cruickshank, the Director of Admissions, to Mr. Goodwin, the Director of Athletics, to Mrs. Brady, our Matron, to our Comptroller, Mr. 
D.F. Watson, to Col. John Blue, our Bursar, and to all the Housemasters. 

My congratulations go to the Head Prefect, Robert McCarter, and to the Prefects, Luc Duval, Janet Hutchison, Yuki Kurata, Kathy 
McGee, Giulio Schiif, and Mike Weir. I thank you for your support, your encouragement, and for the spirit with which you have dealt 
not only with success, but also with disappointment. I think, too, that we should remember the leadership is evidenced in this school far 
beyond the doors of the Prefects Room. I congratulate all those of you who have exhibited leadership. 

It gives me great pleasure to announce the appointment of Matthew Kenny as Head Prefect forl978-79. The following have been 
appointed Prefects: Douglas Mitchell, Timothy Moseley, Duncan McDougall, Keith Rodeck, Jane Roots, Jennifer Shaw and Barry 
Younkie. They have our congratulations and our best wishes for a very successful term of office. 

Our academic community during the past year consisted of 290 students, 244 boarders, and 46 day students. Of the total student pop- 
ulation, 181 are boys, and 109 are girls. 

It is interesting to note that we have enrolled sons and daughters of 51 Alumni and also that our student body represents 8 Canadian 
provinces and 13 foreign countries. 

We look forward to an equally strong enrolment next year. We now have 280 places taken for the Fall and we expect the remaining 
few to be filled by the time school opens. 

This year's graduating class has been well received by Canadian and American universities, and our Class of 1978 will be represented 
at 6 American universities and 12 Canadian universities. 

The Holt library continues its steady growth this year with the addition of 600 new books, bringing our total collection to over 
14,000 volumes. We are indebted to the Drummond, Duval and Molson families for their generosity in donating many valuable books 
from Family collections. 

I would like to thank Mr. Winder, Miss Matthews and Miss Brookhouse as well as all the student librarians for the excellent work they 
have done this year in the administration of our library. 

Last June I announced that BCS and Rugby School had agreed to begin a student exchange during Lent Term. This past winter lam 
Duncan travelled to Rugby and Nicholas Hammond came to BCS. The entire venture was a great success and I speak for Mr. Woodhouse, 
the Headmaster of Rugby, when I say that this exchange will continue for years to come. 

We fielded more than 30 competitive teams in 15 sports this year, and BCS was represented in over 300 interscholastic contests. 
Our Debating and Public Speaking Society, Agora, has held a number of intraschool debates. The members have also debated against 
Selwyn House, Alexander Gait, and Stanstead. BCS was represented at the Optimist and the Kiwanis Club public speaking contests, and 
Tim Moseley won the Eastern Townships Zone Finals in the Optimist Contest. Tim will represent BCS in September in the Quebec-Mari- 
time Finals. 

I know that there are many Old Boys and Old Girls who would want me to congratulate Margot Graham on the really fine work she 
is doing in the Alumni Office. 

So ends 1977-78, and I congratulate all those who have helped make this year such a success, and can safely say that all will join me 
in having another excellent year in 1978-79.

to Remember Us By 
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Chairman's Remarks 




It is with pleasure that I welcome two new faces to our 
Board of Directors. Derek Drummond is Director of the 
School of Architecture at McGill University and Jerome 
Smyth practices law in Montreal. 

We live in changing times. Dr. Camille Laurin has just 
produced his white paper on culture that probes and ex- 
amines many, if not all, the attitudes and practices of 
everybody living in Quebec. It is a lengthy document. I 
think the editors of the Readers Digest could shorten it 
by 75 percent and lose nothing. However, having said that, 
possibly, as with magazine article writers. Dr. Laurin hopes 
to be paid by the word. The document suggests that the 
State should be concerning itself more and more with how 
we think, act, and live - a notion that I personally find 
extremely unattractive. However, it is thought provoking. 
To look at it positively, it does imply that we would all be better off if more residents of Quebec • regardless of identity - were to 
think in terms of enriching the culture of the province. Possibly another way of putting somewhat the same thing is to think of con- 
tributing towards the betterment of society. 

This leads me to the concept of education that is followed at BCS. This School aims to educate the whole person - academically, 
physically, culturally, and in a certain sense spiritually and socially, so that they will not only be better people for having been here, 
but will contribute toward the betterment of their community. 

Our Judo-Christian heritage has stressed the importance and contribution of the place of the individual in Society, not the impor- 
tance of the State or the Collectivity or Big Brother. 

To you who graduate, the more you get involved wherever you are and whatever you do, the better you will be at it in your adult 
life. BCS has a good - perhaps a very good record in inspiring its graduates to get involved constructively in their communities. I don't 
know if this is what Dr. Laurin really has in mind. If he has, then the white paper is not all bad. If not, then I suggest you invent your 
own white paper. Incidentally, for those of you who are prepared to do some hard thinking, 1 commend to you the address delivered 
at the graduation ceremonies at Harvard this week by Mr. Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn. He gave a sobering, sound and very challenging an- 
alysis of our world today. 

It has often been said that life can be harsh. Certainly the market place can be harsh. To equip our students to cope with life today 
we have striven to maintain our standard of discipline and our level of expectations of their conduct. 

An orderly mind is clearly linked to a well ordered life. We believe firmly that required standards of discipline are an important re- 
quisite for the development of self-discipline, so vital in later life. We do nobody a favor in thelong run by being lax or indecisive in 
this area. That does not mean that on occasion in certain isolated circumstances the School may not show compassion. When that does 
occur - and it has occurred - it is because it is warranted. No one, however, should be under any illusion about vacillation or inconsis- 
tency. The School's standards of discipline have been and will remain an important part of its quality of education. 

With Bill 101 in place and no similar legislation hanging over our heads, I am happy to be able to report that the outlook for BCS 
is clearer than it was a year ago, The need for this institution is as great as ever. The need for ongoing financial support is unending. 
The School is fortunate that Justice William Mitchell has agreed to act as Chairman of the BCS Foundation and to head up our fund- 
raising efforts. The future quality of our programme is clearly conditional upon our total support of his endeavours. 

This School will continue to play its historic role in education. How well it does will depend on you - the members of the BCS 
community - students, Old Girls, Old Boys, parents, former parents and friends.
